“shivers.” And plants are far more 
sensitive than man to electric cur- 
rents, 

On the other hand, plants are slower 
to respond—answer back—to such 
atimull, In man or other animals there 
is an appreciable time between the 
spur and the movement which ans- 
wers back. If you prick your foot with 
a needle the message of pain has to 
be flashed from the foot to the brain 
and back by means ofa chain of 
In a frog this interval is 
about one hundredth of a seeond, but 
in a plant it is fifty to seventy-five 
times as long, and the interval is long- 
er in cold weather than in warm. It 
is also lengthened by fatigue. 

In other words, if you try the same 
experiment several times on the same 
plant, the plant gets tired and the 
“latent period”’—as it is called—grows 
longer and longer. Sir Jagaris con- 
siders that the line of cells along 
which the impulse passes in a plant 
resembles the human nerves, and that 
the plant begins to show traces of 
mind, 

There is a practical result from his 
work, for he has discovered a large 
number of plants which have medicin- 
al properties, the existence of which 
had n@er before been suspected. 
Some of these are especially useful in 
cases of failing heart action. 

Sir Jagadis has done much more 
than prove mind in plants. He has 
worked on metals and discovered that 
they, too, have the “vital force.” Metal 
workers have known for a long time 
past that metals can suffer from 


“fatigue.” The steel axle of a railway 


carriage may suddenly snap, and it is 
found that the steel has become crys- 
taline and brittle through continual 
jarring. a 

Sir Jagadis used the galvanometer 
to test the fatigue of metals. Diagrams 
from galvanometer tests show that 
metal resembles muscle in that its sen- 
sitiveness grows less and less under 
repeated irritation. 


More wonderful still, he has shown 
that metals are affected by stimulants 
and by narcotics. A dose of bromide 
puts the human brain to sleép, and 4 
dose of bromide of potassium admin- 
istered to a block of tin makes it lose 
much of its normal sensitiveness. 

The parallel between man and met- 
als has been carried even further. A 
large, dose of opium deadens all the 
human senses, but a small dose makes 
them more active. Metals react in the 
same way, and a small dose of a nar- 
cotic makes metal more, not less, fr- 
ritable, 

More marvellous still, metals, like 
animals, tan be killed by poison. A 
piece of metal in a healthy condition 
was taken and tested and shown by 
the galvanometer to be in full vigor. 
Then it was treated with a dose of 
violent poison, oxalic acid. At once 
there was a spasmodic flutter, then the 
signals thrown by the galvanometer 
grew more and more feeble, until they 
almost died away. A powerful anti-| 
dote was applied, and slowly the metal | 
began to recover and to record again. 
A rest was given and, in a little time, 
the metal that had been poisoned re-) 
turned to full activity.

The first American demonstration 
of a new invention known as Opal ice 
was recently given in New York by 
Max Heinrich Gurth, an engineer of 
Berlin. A chemfcal n.ixture, the na- 
ture of which’ still vémains a seret, 
when mixed with watér produces a 
hard surface which can, be skated 
upon the same as real ice. “It is. said 
that this chemical combination can 
be manufactured at a fraction of the 
cost of real ice. There is no upkeep 
to a skating rink made from this 
product. Opal ice can be used the 
year round. It does not melt even 
in the warmest lands, and there Is 
no alfficulty~in resurfacing. Inas- 
much as the product congeals at the 
ordinary room temperatures, costly 
refrigeration systems are.not needed.

In a recent. bulletin of the Astrono- 
mical Society of the Pacific, Dr. Fred- 
erick C. Leonard, of the University of 
California’s Los Angeles branch, has 
much to say of this group. We quote 
below part of what he writes, as fol 
lows: : 

“A most interesting fact about the 
stars of the Great Dipper is that five 
of them are moving across the faco of 
the sky at approximately the same an- 
gular rate, and in 4 direction nearly 
parallel, while the other two are mov- 
ing in roughly the opposite direction 
with comparable angular speeds. 

“On account of this difference in dl- 
rection of motion of these stars, thoy 
have not always formed a Dipper, as 
is the popular conception. Five of the 
atars of the Dipper are members of a 
moving group or ‘cluster’ of stars, the 
so-called ‘Ursa Major group,’ which in- 
cludes also Sirius, the brightest star 
in the entire heavens, and a number 
of others in widely separated regions 
of the sky. According to the Lick Ob- 
servatory, the stars of the Great Dip- . 
per are approaching the solar system 
with speeds ranging from about five to 
ten miles per second, . 

“All of the stara of the Dipper are 
of the same order of obsolute bright- 
ness, being. what are termed ‘giant 
stars,’ and they are at distances from 
the earth of not less than fifty or more 
than 100 4ight-years’ They are in- 
trinsically much more illuminous than -_ 
our sun, two being fully sixty times 
as brilliant. 

“By tar the most interesting star In 
the Great Dipper is Mizar, the one at 
the bend in the ‘handle.’ As has been 
appropriately remarked, this star, in 
every sense of the word, was the first 
double star to’ be discovered. With 
its companion, Alcor, it makes a wide 
and readily distinguishable naked-eye~ 
pair, popularly known as ‘the horse — 
and the rider. Mizar was the first 
double star to be discovered with a 
telescope, in 1660, at Bologna. 

“E, C. Pickering, in 1889, discovered 
that the brighter component of Mizar 
is a spectroscopic binary, whose 
period of revolution was found by. Vo- 
gel to be 20.5 days. The two revolve 
around their common center of gravity. 
in nearly equal orbits at a mean dis- — 
tant from each other of some 20,000,

The iollowing has been prepared by 
the Child Hygiene Section, Canadian 
Council of Child Welfare. 

When we read of thirty babies dy- 
ing in twelve hours, we ar. forced to 
think, “Why cannot something be 
done?” 

When* we: realize that not only 
thirty babies died, but that every 
twelve hours during 1928, Canada lost 
thirty infants under one year of age, 
a total of 21,195 lives, we ask our- 
selves, “Why did they die? Could 
they have been saved?” 

Some of the chief causes of these 
deaths, accordirg to the” Dominion 
Bureav of Statistics, are: Premature 
Births and Injuries at Birth—5,586; 
Diarrhoea, Dysentery and Diseases of 
the Stomach—4,144; Congenital Mal- 
formations and Disabilities—3,634; 
Bronchitis .and Pneumonia—2,334; 
and other Communicable Diseases— 
1,459. 

Lack of knowledge, or ignorance, 
definitely contributed to the death of 
50 per cent.- of these children; this 
ignorance was evidenced by the lack 
of antenatal service, lack of satisfac- 
tory medican and nursing care at the 
time of, and following birth, and by 
artificial feeding, ete.

DIGGING DATE AND 
RHIZOCTONIA CONTROL 
OF POTATOES

Rhizoctonia is one of the most) 
troublesome diseases of potatocs, and | 
while its control ia usually sougnt by 
treating the seed potatoes, neverthe- 
less, additional importance is attached |

harvested: Invé@@tigations conducted | 
by the Division of Botany ve de- 
monstrated the influence of dig 
dates upon the occurrence of the Rhiz- 
octonia selerotia which indicate the) 
presence of this disease on potato 
tubers. These sclerotia are simply 
the winter or resting stage of the 
Rhizoctonia fungus and their develop- 
ment depends,to a considerable extent, 
upon the conditions prevailing at dig- 
ging time, for it is generally agreed 
that moisture and low temperature 
stimulate the fungus threads to form 
up into the characteristic knots or 
scletoria. It is apparent, therefore, 
that anything which will divert these 
natural influences, will, likewise, ren- 
der unnecessary seed treatment ‘the 
following spring. This is what hap- 
pens when the crop is dug early. In 
the Maritime Provinces digging op- 
erations usually begin about the fif- 
teenth of September, which, in normal 
years, is about the time when the 
Rhizoctonia fungus transforms into 
its resting stage. 

These circumstances have been the 
basis of “Date of Digging’ experi- 
ments at the Charlottetown Labora- 
tory of Plant Pathology. The land 
chosen for these tests was known to 
be heavily infested with Rhizoctonia, 
and, in order to secure the most ac- 
curate possible information, each dig- 
ging date was fepresented by four 
replications arranged ina manner 
giving uniform spacing throughout 
the plots. These investigations show- 
ed that the earlier the digging dates, 
the leas did Rhizoctonia develop on 
the tubers. After September fifteenth 
the disease occurred commonly, the 
amount increasing directly with the 
lateness of the digging date. 

In the light of these observations, 
therefore, when determining the best 
time to harvest the potato crop, es- 
pecially where this is to be used for 
seed, it would be advisable to keep 
in mind this phase of Rhizoctonia 
control.

Faunal Treasures and Reptile 
Life Prove Fascinating 


In « review of the fauna, modes of 
travel and the quest”for archaeologi- 
cal treasures in the region of the Ama- 
zon River, Arthur H. Fisher writes in 
a recent issue of the bulletin of the 
New York Zoological Society that Ma- 
rajo is perhaps the “wonder island of 
Amazonia.” 

“A tew days after my first recon- 
naissance of this charming little river, 
I worked my way further upstream 
and came upon what may possibly be 
the largest colony of white herons 
(Herodias egretta) in Brazil,” he says. 
“Before I was within half a mile of 
this colony I could hear the uproar of 
the garcas (their local name) at their 
nests.

That the honey-making activities of 
the bee include a record-breaking dis 
tance flight for insects has recently 
been confirmed by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, To collect 
one.pound of honey these industrious 
insects will cover an aggregate dis- 
tance of 300,000 miles.

What a man earns 16 dealt with #8 
the output has, on oceasion, been in- 
creased by 250 per cent, The money 
thus earned can be spen’ immedi- 
ately. ; 

“Piet in Bnglish prisons is liberal, 
and no man needs to supplement his 
rations to fill his stomach, but natur- 
ally, jams, sweets, pickles, ete,, great- 
ly embellish prison fare. Cigarettes, 
however, absorb the greater part of. 
the earnings. Lest any may fear that 
these lads are being pampered it may 
at once be sald that the earnings are 
as follows. First, half is taken by the 
Government in payment of the cost of 
his detention; second, a sum is ac- 
cumulated» . for his discharge; 
third, he fe allowed to spend up to & 
certain amount dally in the prison 
cant to supplement his meagre ra- 
tonstth e Government makes a large 
profit out of the canteen); and last, 
a portion fs appropriated to pay the 
costs of his prosecution. 

“In some of the larger institutions 
when men are serving long sentences 
the Government ‘recovers “very nearly 
as much as the institution costs to 
run. The stimulus to output is, of 
course, the opportunity to spend & 
fraction of his earnings at the can- 
teen. As he -nay “sgend up to six- 
pence a day, or in some cases even 
more, this is a great incentiye to the 
prisoner to work as hard and as long 
as he can. 

“It is obviously. noc the profit which 
the Government makes from his work 
that prompts him, nor the satisfaction 
that he is paying .the costs of his 
prosécution, nor even the balance that 
fe accumulating for him on discharge. 
The spur is the empty stomach which 
will follow a day's slackness and the 
glass gf beer or bottle of wine which 
will crown a. well-filled day.

Fate of Expedition 
Revealed at Last 


m Arcitec Gives Up Secret 
of Attempted Flight 
to Pole 


Helo, Norway-~The fate of the An- 
Aree expedition, which started for the 
North Pole in a balloon 33 years ago 
has been solved after having been 
locked a secret In the frozen Arctic 
Wastes since 1897. 

The bodies of two members of the 

dition, strangely preserved by the 
cold, ite been found on a frozen is- 
land near Franz Josep Lend, In the 
north polar regions. They had flown 
from Spitzbergen in a belioon with 
one other man, whose body apparently 
has not yet been found. 

The two survivors were discovered 
at a camp they had made on Victoria 
Island, which ty within a few degrees 
of the North Pole. Apparently they 
had drifted hundreds of miles from 
their starting point before coming 
down. They built a shelter under a 
cliff and died of starvation and cold. 


Log Recovered 


The log of the remarkable expedi- 
tion was recovered. 

Members of the expedition wene 
Salmon August Andree, an aeronaut 
and explorer; Nils Strindberg and 
Knut H. F, Fraekel, 

They left Dane's Island, Spitzbergen, 
on July 11, 1897. They were heard 
from when a carrier pigeon returned 
to civilization bearing a message 
which gave the expedition’s position 
as north £2 degrees, After that there 
Was silence, They were found on 
Aug. 6 by a vessel, which apparently 
Teported its discovery of the Norweg- 
fan scientific expedition aboard the 
steamship Brattvaag. 

The bodies were fully clothed and 
in a good state of preservation. There 
was no doubt of the identification of 
Andree, since his name was found on 
a book in his pocket. 

A short distanee from him lay the 
body of one of his companions, but 
whether this was Strindberg or Frae- 
kel has not yet been determined. An- 
dree appeared to have survived his 
companion for a time. 

The makeshift camp was at the foot 
of a cliff about 500feet from the shore 
line. Word that the log book was 
found was hailed with interest, since 
it is expected to discloke a dramatic 
story of the expedition’s fihish. 

The Brattvaag is still in Franz 
Joseph Land, with the bodies of An- 
dree and the other man aboard, The 
ship expects to reach Norway about 
Sept. 10.

reminds us, that give to all these pro 
duets their canstie power; added to 
these, as with pepper, are certain 
stimulant alkaloids, These essences, 
like all bodies of this class, exert @ 
certain antiseptic action. He does not 
deny this advantage, but urges that 
it may be obtained by less dangerous 
means. These substances, he says, 
are Itke alcohol, which {s incontest- 
ably a food, from the purely thermo- 
chemical view-point—but the organism 
pays a heavy price for it. He pro- 
coeds: 

“Use of this sort of condiments 
must, therefore, be very moderate, 
‘Those who get the habit of using them 
quickly become its slavés, and find all 
foods tasteless that have not been 
drenched with pepper and mustard. 
They are laying the ground for dys- 
pepsia, which will compel them to 
give up such injurious practises—per- 
haps even for some ulcer of the stom- 
ach or duodenum, whose consequences 
can not be foreseen. In any case, 


| they bring om premature fatigue of the 


liver, leading to -the hepatic com- 
plaints now so common and so diffi- 
eult to cure, ; 

“Besides—another serious result— 
these people pervert their sense of 
taste. How can the flavor of food be 
appreciated when it is masked by that 
of such violent condiments? 

“There remain the aromatics, pro- 
perly so called, the herbs of cuisine, 
owing their properties to essential 
olls—thyme, estragon, laurel, pimper- 
nel, and saffron. Their strong flavors, 
especially in ofly sauces, prevent us 
from using them in great quantity. 
They have a rather favorable effect on 
the stomach, 

“We must add vanilla, a good nerve 
tonic, used to flavor puddings and 
cakes. The natural vanilla is prefer- 
able to synthetic vanillin, often used 
instead of it. 

“Finally, a word about the onion 
family. Onion is a valuable diuretic, 
used for ‘this purpose too seldom. It 
should not be fried too long; if 80, it 
is hard to digest, and loses its diuretic

TIMING FEATHERED FLYERS 

During the war several airmen were 
noted for their interes: in ornithology’ 
and kept records of the speeds of dif- 
ferent species. Through them we know 
that a jackdaw, when pursued, can 
travel well over 60 m.p.h. And a flock 
of starlings, when flying parallel with 
an aeroplane, maintained a steady 26 
m.p.h. against a strong wind—a really 
remarkable feat. 

Faster, however, than any birds that 
we see in Great Britain, are the vul- 
tures that soar and swoop over the 
deserts. These birds, with a wing 
span of over six feet, can outpace an 
aeroplane in a straight dive. 

Experts have calculated that, when 
swooping down from a height, the 
speed of a vulture is nearly 400 m.p.h. 
—about 50 m.p.h. faster than the fast- 
est Schneider Cup seaplane! 

Hawks and other birds that prey 
on live animals have slender wings 
which, coupled with their bullet- 
shaped bodies, make them streamlined, 
and thus faster fliers than ordinary 
birds.— Answers.

“Dr, Kennedy reported that under’ - 
the enormous magnification of 1,800_ 
diameters, glistening globules, which 
seem to have life, now can be seen — 
and photographed. These are definite 
ly claimed by Sir James Purves Stew- 
art, neurologist of the Westminster — 
Hospital, and Miss Kathleen Ohevas- 
sut, the skilled technician who has ac- 
tually conducted the experiments, to 
be the organism responsible for ‘creep. 
ing paralysis.’ 

“'While it is seldom wise to make 
positive predictions, Dr. Kennedy — 
said, ‘it is quite possible that this 
work will lead to the discovery of the 
organisms causing measles, infantile 
paralysis, sleeping sickness, distemper 
among dogs, and pleuropneumonia 
among cattle. 

“Dr. Lewis Stevenson, neuropatholo- 
gist, has been sent over to work in the 
Westminster Hospital laboratory until 
he has mastered the technique of Misa 
Chevassut, and can reproduce her 6x- 
periments, He will then returnand at 
tempt to repeat them in the new 
neurological laboratory of Bellevue 
Hospital. Be Shae 

“It this can be done’ declared Dr. 
Kennedy, ‘we shall feel reasonably 
sure that the organism has been dis- 
covered, and that we may be on the 
way to developing a serum with which 
to treat the disease. At present, I cam - 
only say that the work thus far is very 
hopeful. The experiments have been 
conducted with the utmost care, but 
until the same reaults can be obtained 
under directly different surroundings 
—not simply in other London labora; ~ 
tories—we must consider the work as 
tentative only’.”

Stuttgart, Ark.—-The drought wae 
beaten before it started In the Ark- 
ansas rice belt. 

While a blazing sun seared vegeta- 
tion over a large part of the. United 
States;1,600 pumps on almost as many 
farms kept crops green In the 300 
pegged miles devoted to rice growing 
in Arkansas. 

Running the full twenty-four hours 
without respite, these pumps drew 
from the great underground reservoir 
beneath the flats an estimated flow of 
1,400,000 gallons a day, staving off 
calamity for a major crop. 

The Arkansas rice territory is flood- 
ed during June, July and August, un- 
til the crop nears maturity in Septem- 
ber. be
